He replied 
through’ the Government and his 
reply wis.to the effect that 
Venizelos had misunderstood him. 
The ‘retort of Venizelos was 
inatont. . He could not bandy 
words with his.sovereign; but 
neither could he remain in pablio 
life ynder tho charge of a lie, Ho 
announced .hia retirement from 
politica aa-the only service that 
remained for-him to:perform for

ta hia own good name.
